It was felt that presejVir^ the integrity of \he various government units by specific 
function and authority would facilitate identification, accessibility, and ^usability to the public. ^ 

Each Departmeitt is assigned two letters in an alphabetical sequence preceded by V for Virgin 
Islands. Divisions within each Department are assigned numbers based on a notation table. A docu- 
ment is further divided^ by type of material (l.e annual report, newsletter), and by title or year, (see

To amend Title 3, Chapter' 3B, Virgin islands Code, to require agenctes of 
the Territory to deposit specified publ ic;docum"ents in Depository j.ibraries 
and to'^msiinta^in indexes to public records no^ deposited 




BE IT ENACTED by the L^gisla^re of the Virgin Islands: 

_ ' ' SECTION 1. T-itle 3; Chbpter 33, 'Virgin Islands Code, is amended by 
adding a new Section ,88^ to r^ad a^ follows: 

'*§ 883.' Depository ,l]/braries for public documents and -indexes 

(a) Statement of policy . To effectuate the territory's 
public policy to make governmental information avaiTable to 
governmental agencies and to the general public, there are es- 
tablished depository libraries for specified pub) ic documents 
and for indexes to those public records which are not required 
to be deposited pursuant to this section^ 

(b) Definitions . As used in this section— 

(1) "Territorial Librarian" means the Di- 
rector of the Bureau of Libraries and Museums. 

(2) "Depository librai>ies" means tl?ose li- 
braries where, pursuant to this section, public ^ ^ 
documents and indexes shall be deposited, retained 
and reproduced upon demand, or made available to ^ 
the general public and governmental agencieSo " ^ 

(3) "Governmental agency" includes the Leg- 
islature, any governmental entity, bo'ard, bureau, 
commission, department, agency, division, author- 
ity, office^^or agent, dr semi-private governmental 
entity receiving governmental funds for its opera- 

. V tion in whole or in part," or any entity, having

'sued at regular intervafls, not to exceed one week. 

(c) Designation and deposit of public documents; lawful 
custodian for purposes of section. 881 . The Territorial Libra- 
rian stiall designate those publicf documents of a governmental 
agency which shall be deposited -in depository libraries par- 
suan^ to this sectio^n, and shall notify the head of said agency 
In writing of said designation.

SECTION 2. The Territorial Libra^rian is aMthorized- to. recoinnend to 
the Cownissloner of Conservation and Cultural- Affairs and 4:he Governor the 
hiring of such personnel as are necessary ijto falflll the duties of the Ter- 
ritorial Librarian under this Act, including the hiring of a records man- 
agement officer, qualified by tra4rtin3 and experience in records manage- 
mcnt, . : ^

. / SECTION 3. There is appropriated to the Department of Conserva- 
tion^ and Cultural Affairs the sum of $15,000 pUt of any funds available in 
the Ijreasury of the Virgin Islands, or so much thereof as shall be suffl- 
tlentt for fiscal year July^l, 1976 to. June 30, 1977^ to remain available 
until expended, and to be usfecl for carrying out the prQy1s.i,ons of Section 1 
of this Act prescribing the duties of the TerritoriaT

VmaiN ISLAiyol DOCUMENTS CLASSIFICATION SCHEME 



The Virgin Islands Documents Classification (VIDC) is adapted from 
the Superintendent of Documents Classification, and the Classification 
Scheme for Pennsylvcinia State Publications. The Classification notation 
is composed of a combination of letters and numbers. 

The first part oflhe VIDC consists of one or two letters to distinguish 
the issuing Departmeht or Agency, preceded by a V to identify Virgin 
Islands, i.e. VAD = Virgin Islands Department of Agriculture. VLE = 
Virgin Islands Legislature, VGO = Office of the Governor." 

The next part of the notation designates the Division or Bureau within 
the department that is directly responsible for the publication. 

A publication issued by the department as a who)e or by the Com- 
missioner's Office receives a 1. 

A publication issued by a division or a bureau ^receives two digits 
derived from the first two letters of the name of the division and based 
on the following tables:

Commerce.

For publications with no distinctive title, dates or series numbers are 
added to this root number, i.e. VCD 1.1:977 = Department of Commerce, 
Annual Report for 1977. 

Wheh there is a distinctive title, the two tables above are used for !a 
notation based on the first two letters of the key word of the title. If farther 
distinction is necessary, the first letter of the second word is also used. Since 
there may be several titles of series starting with the samf Jetters, a diagonal 
mark " / " is used to separate the first, second, and/ot* third numbers iri the 
notation, thus keeping the materials as alphabetical as possible. 
If the title is part of a series, dates or series numbers may also be added, 
example: 

Information, v. 11, no. 1, 1977, published by the Bureau of Libraries, Mu- 
seums and Archaeological Services. 
VCN 136.3: 10/7/977/no.l ' 

VCN = Department of Conservation 
136. = Bureau of Libraries

Instrumentalities are -designated N^Y followed 'by the initial letters 
of the key word, or an assigned letter and the numbers. Boards and Com- 
missions are designated VX. 
For example: 

VYCV42 = College of the Virgin Islands, Caribbean Research Institute. 

As the collection, expands and as changes occur in the government 
structure, it may becorne necessary to adapt the rules outlined above. Al- 
though it is expected lhat some discrepancies will develop, it is hoped 
that the VIDC will be able to accommodate most of these changes without 
major adjustments. 
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
